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2001 Census results revealed today 


The Australian Statistician, Dennis Trewin, today launched the first round results of the 2001 
Census in a ceremony at the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) Data Processing Centre in 
Sydney. 


Speaking at the launch Mr Trewin said the 2001 Census data gave the community a detailed 
insight into Australia during the Centenary of Federation, and at the start of the new millennium. 


He also paid tribute to the community for its support of the census. 


"The level of cooperation from households in completing the census across Australia has once 
again been outstanding," he said. 


"A big thank you must go to all Australians for their help. This excellent level of cooperation, 
coupled with successful field operations and processing, means that the Australian census will 
continue to be regarded as one of the best in the world and a great investment in Australia's 
future. 


"The census is a very large but important task. It is the largest and most wide-ranging collection 
undertaken by the ABS and | am told that it is the largest peacetime operation in Australia. It 
involves the recruitment and training of over 30,000 census Collectors who drop-off and pick-up 
forms from every household in Australia. 


"The census benefits the community by giving them useable information that can help them build 
a better Australia," he said. "For example it can show us how people commute and their 
destinations. Transport planners can then work out better solutions for moving millions of people 
through our cities. 


"Census information reveals trends in Australian life. Strategic planners in both public and private 
sectors see the needs of Australians and can forecast the probable needs of Australians in the 
future." 

Mr Trewin said access to the census data was easier than ever before. A great deal of 
information was available on this site and through more than 500 national, state, tertiary and 
public libraries throughout Australia.
